During  a  short  stay  in  yictoriai,  and  wh|le 
visiting  at  the  house  of  a'  friend,  the  happy 
lot  of  Canadian  children,  as  compared  \yith 
that  of  many  little  ones  in  the  Old  CoutTtry, 
was  borne  in  upon  me  with  considerable  force. 
We  were  discussing  over  the  supper-table 
the  work  of  the  Ragged  School  Union  among 
:the  waifs  and  strays  of  London,  when  a  bright 
girl  of  eight  or  nine  asked  me  to  describe  one 
of  tliesc  gutter-children.  Neither  she,  nor  any 
other  junior  member  of  the  party,  all  Canadian 
born,  had  ever  seen  a  ragged,  shoeless,  outcast 
child,  ^^'e  arc  so  familiar  with  the  sight  in 
London  and  other  large  English  cities  that  i 
could  hardly  realize  that  1  was. not  the  victim 
of'  a  joke. 

Then  the  questions  aro.se:  How  is  it  that 
there  are  so  many  poor  children  in  London? 
and  How  does  the  Ragged  School  Union  help 
them?  As  the  same  queries  will  doubtless 
arise  in  other  minds  when  an  appeal  is  made  on 
behalf  of  Sir  John  Kirk's  Qiristmas  Dinner  and 
-Fresh  Air  Funds,  1  will  endeavor  to  answer 
them,  though  owing  to.  the  scope  of  the  qites- 
tions  and~tne  limits  of  space,  my  words  must 
be  few. 

The. causes  of  destitution  in  England  com- 
prise, roughly,  three  classes:  economic,  social, 
-  and  moral.     Foremost  among  economic  causes' 
is  the  increasing- em pi-03'i'nent-of--boTS-iTT"Hvhat~ 
are  called  "cul  de  sac"  or  blind  alley  occupa- 
tions;   i.e.,   occupations   which    retain    lads   at- 
good     wages    until     they    reach     adolescence,- 
when.    !)eing  too    big    and  'demanding    more 
money,  theyare  discharged  in'favor  of  younger 
and   cheaper  labor.     The  young  out-of-works  ■ 
then  obtain  odd  jobs  of  vjirious  kinds  and  of 
uncertain  duration,  sandwiched  between  longer 
periods  of  icHeness.  during  wliich  they  become 
'Tlcmoralized  and  unfitted  for  continuous  work. 
Ultimately  they  drop  i4ito  the  ranks- of  the  rcgu-  - 
lar  unemployed,  and„ere^.iong  biecome  UR^w- 
ployable.  '  ,';■"!'  ■    '"    '^  '    ■ 

In  London,  upwards  of  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
ho}  s  leaving  elementary  schools  adopt  one  or 
other  of  tiiese,  blind-alley  callings."  An  addi- 
tional eight  or- ten  per  cent  enter  the  barely- 
more  promising  field  of  clerical  life  as  juniors 
or  office  boys.  Of  the  rest,  one-iialf  enter 
trades  in  which  employment  is  more  or  less  dis- 
continuous. Once  thrown  out  of  work,  or  laid 
aside  !)}■  illness  or  an  accident,  they,  too,  ar?  in 
imminent  peril  of  drifting  to  destitution. 

Other  economic 'causes  there  are.  such  as 
the  "too  old  at  forty"  i>rinciple,  the  diU'lculty 
with  which  married  workers  rriove  from  place 
to  place  at  the  demands  of  the  labor  market, 
the  replacing  of  Jta^nd  labor  by  machinery,  and 
overpopulation  (  bgt  -ol-^^^^tese  I  c.annot  now 
speak.    The  gravest  cause  is  that  which  I  have 

indicated.-  .    ^^.    ..,.    -      .  ;^r-.,^..^!^;- ^..__ 

Of  social  causes;  (Siiiym^rriaLge  and  its 
frequent  concomitant,  a  large  family,  easily 
holds  first  place.  These  unions,  cemented  ere 
_j^iaracter  is  formed,  before  the  complicated  re- 
spm"Tsihilities~"o"f  itraiiied  life  arc  c\'ei^  partly- 
understood,  and.  above  all,  before  the  man  has 
acquired  a  reasonable  prospect  of  permanent 
employment,  open  at  the  young  couple's  feet  a 
gulf  into  which  the  slightest  hitch  or  indiscre- 
tion is  almost  bound  to  precipitate  them. 

The  effect  of  such  unions  on- the  fruit  of 
ihejn  is  alone  enough  to  bow  down  any  sus- 
ceptible heaht.  The  weak  or  defective  t5ff- 
spring  nf  immaturity,  jU-nourjshed,--. from  .tlic 
womb,  unwisely  and  inadequately  fed  diiri^ig- 
childhood,  and  reared  uhder  conditions  -  in 
which  disease  and  vice  are  more  freely  imbibed 
than  health  or  virtue,  what  wonder  that  these 
children  of  rash  improvidence  grow  up  sickly, 
morbid,  feeble-minded,  and  industrially  incom- 
petent ? 

All  investigators  into  the  moral  causes  of 
poverty  agree  in  assigning  a  prominent  place  to 
drink.  ?>Iany  put  it  first.  Perhaps  more  than 
any  other  cause,  it  is  also  a. consequence.  Al- 
most every  case  in  whtclt  drinking  habits  make 
serious  inroads  on  the'-  family  exchequer  ca-!! 
be  matched  with  another  in  which"the  depleted 
state  of  the  exchequer  leads  to  the  formation 
of  drinking  habits.  The  cr^aving  for  sti'tnulants 
is  bound  to  assert  itself  where  the  whole  con- 
ditions of  life  are-monotonous,  depressing  and 
..unwholsomc,  and  finds  an  easy  victim^ in  those 
who_are  grappling  with  rjesjg^ 


I  doubt,  however,  whether  an  open-minded 
student  can  much  blame  the  poor  for  lacking 
qualities  which  their  upbringing  and  the  whole 
conditions  of  their  life  tend  tq,  make  as  exotjc 
as  roses  in  Iceland.  It  is  so  hard  for  the  confi- 
fortable  person,  who>i^ows  poverty  only  from 
books,  to  realize  what  little  aid  or  incentive  to 
industrv  and  self-respect  and  conventional  vir- 
tue there  is  in  the  life  of  slum-land,  lie  has  his 
home,  his  chances  "f  a  competence  and  a  leis 
ured  old  age,  his  friends,  his  books,  hts  social 
position,  to  keep  him  at  his  task  and  out  of  the 
way  of  sinners. 

But  in- thousands  of 'cases  the  poor  have 
not  even  'one  of  these.  What  amazes  those 
who  know  them  first-hand  is  their  fjatlence  and 
docility  under  conditions  that  might  well  pro- 
voke a  revolution.-  1  am  not  a,  sentimental 
man,  but  when  I  have  gone  into  homes  such  as 
I  know— block  after  block  of  them,  street  after

FLOWERS    SERVE    AS    WEATHER 
PROPHETS 

It  is  said  that  not  only  the' coming  weather 
may  be  foretold  by  an  acquaintance  with  flow- 
ers^buL4ko  the  time  of  the  day  and  the  time 
of  the  year;  and,  in  (act,  Linnaeus  pc^ssessed 
such  a  knowledge  of  them  that  he  needed 
neither  watch,  nor  calendar,  nor  weather-glass. 
Lord  Bacon  observed  that  when  the  flower  of 
the  chickwced  expanded  fully  and  bojjdly  no 
rain  will  succeed  for  some  hours  or- days.'  If 
the  flowers  of  the  Siberian  sow-thistle  keep 
open  during  the  night,  rain,  it  is  said,  is  cer- 
tain to  fall  the  next  day,  The  leaves  of  the 
trefoil  are  always  contracted  at  the  approach 


Only  too  often  do  English  girls  in  their  ig- 
norance   contract    rriarriages    with    foreigners" 
with  whom  they  have  f?illcn  in  love,  and  live 

to  find 'that  in  the  eyes  of  "iheir  husband's  coun- 
trymen they  have,  after  all,  not  been  wives  at 
all. 

It  wouUl  be  a  difficult  and  a  lengthy  task  to 
arm  the  public,  and  particularly  the  ignorant 
parent  and.  the  linsuspecting  girl,  against  the 
dangers  of'these  mixed  marriages,  says  a  cor- 
respondent of  the  London  Express,  but  in  tlie 
space  I  have  at  my  disposal  I  .should  like  to 
point  out  the  salient  facts  to  be  ascertained  be- 
fore such  mixed  marriages  can  be  at  all  reason- 

^^ably  safe.  And  first  I  may  say  that  generally 
all  foreigners  who  marry  English  girls  in  Engi. 
land  can  only  do  so  legally  by  the  laws  of  their 

"country  when  they  have  first  complied  with  all 
the  requircments-.of  their  own  country  in  the 
rnatter  of  intending  marriage.    And  the  chief  of 


daughter  twenty-four  years  of  age ;  and  if 
either  is. an  orphan,  the  consent  of  the  IcgaL 
guardian  is  needed.  The  publication  of  a.n  in- 
''tendeil  marriage  of  a  person  abroad  must -be 
madcin  the  "place  "where  he  last  dwelt' in  Ger- 
many'" two  weeks  before  the  marriage;  and  it 
.  must  also  be  made  by  advertisement  in  the  do- 
micile of  a  foreigner,  though  in  this  case  a 
declaration  from  foreign  local  au^thorities  that 
no  impediment  exists  is  accepted  as  an  alterna- 
tive. Any  person  wishing  to  marry  a  second 
time  must  show  that  a  legal  settlement  has 
been  made  on  the  children,  if  any,  of  the  first 
marriage.    ;'  '*^''''  ".  '  ■  '■^■'.-'l,  ..  - 

By  Italian  law,  anjtalian  who  marries  a 
foreigner  abroad  in  cornpliance  with  the  laws 
of  the  foreign  country  is  legally  married,  but 
here  again  it  is  conditional  on  his  also  comply- 
.  ing  with  the  rcquitements  of  the  Italian  law. 
To  marry  without  parental  consent  a  man  must 
exceed  .twenty-five  and  a  woman  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  and  they  must  publish  the  usual 
notices  of  the  marriage  where  the  Italian  party 
was'  last  domiciled. 

In  the  Netherlands,  persons  unde^r  twenty- 
one  must  not  marry  without  the  consent  of  the 
parents,  and  between  twenty-one  and  twenty- 
five  they  must  perform  the  "acte  respectueux" 
to  which  1  have  referred.  Over  twenty-fivij 
years  of  age'  neither  consent  nor  "acte  respec- 
tueux" is  required.  In  Spain  for  civil  marriage 
consent  is  required  until  the  man  is  twenty- 
three  and  the  woman  twenty-five ;  jn  Sweden 
and  Norway  consent  ,is  not  necessary  after 
twenty-one,  but  widowers  must  net  remarry 
until  'six  months  after  the  deaths  of  their 
widows.  ": 

In  Russian  law  tlic  marriage,  if  between  a 
male  Russian  and  a  female  foreigner,  must  be 
celebrated  in  a  Russian  church  or  by  a  Russian 
priest,  and  an  undertaking  must  be  given  that 
the  children  will  be  brought  up  in  the  Russo- 
Greek  faith;  while  in  Greece  the  law  is  so  un- 
friendly to  mixed  marriages  that  I  would  ad- 
vise any  young  woman  contemplating  mar- 
riage with  a  Greek  to  make  him  become  a  nat- 
uralized Englishman  first. 

This,  briefly,  sums  up  the  preliminaries 
which  the  Continental  nations  desiderate  be- 
fore recognizing  a  mixed  marriage.  There  are, 
in  addition,  important  considerations  affecting 
the  remarriage  of  divorced  persons,  widowers 
and  widows,  and  there  are  many  minor  points 
which  would  need  attention.

I  refer  to 
general  improvidence,  manifesting  itself  in  a 
failure  to  save,  during  times  of  comparative 
prosp.erity,  gainst. the  certain  return  of  unem- 
ployment ;  in  sheer,..waste  on  food  and  other 
things  tliat  do  not  represent  the  best  expendi- 
ture of  tlic  money  concerned  ;  and  iii  the  mis- 
use of  money,  as  in  gambling  and  apstly  forlns' 
of  pleasure-seeking.  /
